It  was  successful,  or  at  least  that's  what  the  doctors  have  told  me.  I  thought 
I  would  be  out  running  through  the  snow  by  now.  Not  happening!  I  was  de¬ 
lighted  as  a  MSU  graduate  that  when  I  came  out  of  surgery,  I  did  not  have 
a  push  button  on  me  that  played  “Hail  to  the  Victors"  or  there  would  have 
been  serious  repercussions!  So,  now  I’m  waiting  for  the  healing  to  continue 
and  the  heart  valve  to  begin  working  correctly.  (If  you  have  had  this  proce¬ 
dure,  please  let  me  know  how  long  it  took  for  you  to  feel  NORMAL. 
Thanks!)  Which  brings  me  to  my  club  topic-ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS.
